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U.N. Assembly 


Gives Approval 


To Space Treaty 


Sessions Begin 
Focusing on War 
After U. S. Plea 


UNITED

(AP) — The U.N. General As- 
sembly neared the end of its 
21st session today on a harmo- 
nious note highlighted by unani- 
mous approval of a treaty out- 
lawing war in outer space. 


The United States and the So- 


viet Union paved the way for 
approval of the space treaty by 
agreeing last week to the terms 
of the pact, which provides the 
first legal code governing explo- 
ration of space. President John- 
son hailed it as the most impor- 
tant arms - control agreement 
since the limited nuclear test- 
ban treaty of 1963. 


Secretary-General U Thant 


congratulated the assembly on 
approving the pact which will 
become law after it is ratified 
by five governments, including 
those of the United States and 
Britain. 


Center of Attention 


The Vietnam war, which has 


cast its shadow over the session, 
again became the center of at- 
tention in the session's final 
hours when the United States 
made a new overture to Thant 
to' take a hand in getting peace 
negotiations going.

Since increased costs in the 


arts cannot be offset by in- 
creased productivity, "the per- 
forming arts are largely outside 


the magic cycle of economic 
progress," said their report ti- 
led "Performing Arts — the 
Economic Dilemma." 


The 
Bowen-Baumol 
study,

in dollar-and-cent detail a state- 
ment that these arts cannot sur- 
vive on the box office alone. 


The report found "evidence of 


a modest expansion in perform- 
ing arts activity, one which, 
though by no means negligible, 
is far from universal and can 
hardly be called a cultural ex- 
plosion."

GUATEMALA CITY — The 


fact that Guatemala's sluggish 
army finally has stirred itself 
from the barracks and gone into 
the field against the Communist 


Novak

guerrillas has more political 
than military significance in 
this hottest Latin American 
trouble spot. 


From a 
strictly 
military 


standpoint, there is no victory 
or even containment in sight 
against the hemisphere's most 
active Red insurrection. 


But the eight-week-old crack- 


down against the guerrillas has 
lessened the danger from the 
right against the shaky demo- 
cratic left regime of President 
Julio Cesar Mendex Montene- 
gro, elected last May. That is, 
the threat of a right-wing army 
coup on grounds that Mendez is 
soft on communism has faded 
for the moment. 


An army coup, in fact, always 


has been tha secret goal not 
only of Guatemala's rightist 
terror groups (such as the 
baroquely titled "White Hand") 
but of the Communists them- 
selves. Obviously unable to seize 
power with less 
than 500 


guerrillas in the field, they have 
aimed at providing the army's 
political colonels with a pretext 
for overthrowing Mendez. 


Civil War Possible 


H that happened, civil war 


would be a distinct possibility. 
Civil war or not, democratic left 
followers of the Mendez govern- 
ment might unite with the 
Communists against the right — 
precisely 
fitting 
Communist 


grand strategy. 


This 
disastrous 
chain of 


events has been averted for now 
primarily because Mendez, after 
naive and fruitless offers of 
amnesty to the guerrillas, final- 
ly ordered-the army onto-fee 
offensive in October. Thus were 
ended six years of army 
listlessness in responding to the 
guerrillas. 


Although the number is a 


military secret, about 70 per 
cent of the 10,000-man army 
now Is on anti-guerrilla duty — 
much of it in company-sized 
units. Accompanying some units 
have been Venezuelan officers 
well-seasoned in fighting guerril- 
las (but no American Green 
Berets). 


The result has been the killing 


of about 40 guerrillas during the 
crackdown — as well-publicized 
For instance, last Thursday's 
Guatemala 
City 
newspapers 


contained front-page accounts of 
a pitched battle 50 miles south 
of here between army forces 
and a guerrilla band in which 
two guerrillas were killed. 


While strengthening the Men- 


dez regime against the right, 
this offensive by no means has 
stopped guerrilla action. Hardly 
a day passes that doesn't see 
some act of Red terror. During 
the first week in December, 
terrorists failed seven policemen 
in Guatemala City — including 


two members 
of the 
vice 


president's bodyguard. 


Three Banks Rot&ed 


Furthermore, one recent Inci- 


dent — this one unpublkized — 
reveals that the guerrfllas have 
not been contained outside the 
city either. A guerrilla raiding 
band seized momentary control 
of a town along the Mexican 
border and cleaned out the 
vaults of its three banks. The 
raiders left around 6 p.m., and 
a bank wireless operator imme- 
diately dispatched an SOS. Yet, 
so immobile was the army that 
no troops arrived until 10 p.m., 
far too late to catch any 
guerrillas. 


The top-heavy army (boasting 


400 colonels out of 1,000 officers 
but lacking a vital professional 
corps of non-coms) is still far 
from an effective anti-guerilla 
force. Nor is that the only 
reason why Communist violence 
will not be contained. 


Far worse than the army is 


the national police force, whose 
lower ranks are probably Com- 
m u nist-infiltrated. 
Moreover, 


the traditional Latin American 
autonomy of the

(which the army is pleading 
with Mendez to violate) pro- 
vides a sanctuary for both 
urban terrorists and student 
weekend warriors who sporadi- 
cally join the guerrillas hi the 
hills.

With European incomes up,

and one basic explanation is 
that Congress has been stupidly 
niggardly in supporting the 
efforts of our fledgling U.S.

Stamp-sized Ire- 
land's budget is $5.1 million and 
her staff is 250. Spain's budget 
is $10 million, she has 28 tourist 
offices abroad and 170 informa- 
tion offices an Spain alone. All 
these national budgets are di- 
rected primarily at our country. 


A $3 million budget for the 


whole world obviously will allow 
only superficial gestures. It will

advertising campaigns in Eu- 


Europe to service public inquir- 
ies. It will not permit a New 
York office to work on visitors' 
services or a special convention 
promotion staff 
to convince 


more businessmen not only to 
lold conventions here but also 
to visit U.S. trade shows and 
see what we have to export. 


Congress Won't Help 


The oddity is that everyone 


thinks greatly increased travel 
promotion to the U.S. is an 
excellent idea — except the 
lawmakers in Congress who 
pass out the money. 


As 
one illustration, 
after 


pointing out that Pan American 
Airlines alone is spending $17 
million this year to encourage 
foreign travel here. Pan Am 
president Harold E. Gray last 
month declared the USTS needs 
an annual budget of $15 million 
right now. He added, "If there 
is one outstanding lesson we can 
learn from Europe, it is the 
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effectiveness of government-fi- 
nanced tourist offices acting 
within the travel industry as 
stimulant and catalytic agents," 


It's too late to do anything 


about 1966's abysmal tourist 
gap. But it's not too late to 
warn the new Congress that — 
despite any budget-cutting fer- 
vor — this is an area for 
additions, not subtractions. In 
Jie words of Vice president 
Humphrey: 


"Unless we are willing to 


throw every effort into the 
promotion of more travel from 
abroad, we may face the 
extremely unpleasant prospect 
of outright restrictions on for-i 


eign travel by our own citizens 
— something none of us wants 
to see." The warning is clear.

The Atomic Acceleration Location 


The Atomic Energy Commission has 


now selected Weston, El., as the site for 
the proposed $375 million atom smasher 
which is expected to help scientists 
unravel further the secrets of the basic 
forces of the universe. Weston is just south 
of the Wisconsin border and thus will be 
readily available for use by the scientists 
at the University of Wisconsin and others 
from the state. 


The fact that Weston was chosen over a 


site at Stoughton. Wis., near Madison, is 
somewhat disappointing. We are certain 
that state officials, those of the university 
who were 
involved, 
and the entire 


Wisconsin 
congressional 
delegation did 


everything they could to obtain approval 
of the Stoughton site. Their arguments 
were persuasive, too. But the Weston site 
apparently had the built-in advantages of 
nearness to Chicago and to the Argonne 
National Laboratory, which also engages in 
atomic research. 


The AEC most certainly did not act 


hastily in its selection of a site. At the 
outset, approximately 200 locations were 
explored. This was whittled finally down to 
six, all of which were studied and 
restudied in relation 
to all of the 


requirements for the 200 billion electron 
volt proton accelerator. With such a 
scientific prize at stake, the AEC it can be 
guessed was under tremendous pressure 
from the proponents of each of the sites 
for final approval. During the course of 
the decision making, it had been hinted 
that politics was also entering the site 
selection decision but, as far as we know, 
this claim was never documented. 


All during the site selection process all 


of the Midwestern states argued that this 
section of the country should be given 
prime consideration for two reasons. First, 
the record shows this area has been 
virtually ignored by the federal govern- 
ment in the establishment of research 
centers and programs, in favor of the 
southwest, southeast and eastern sections. 
Second, this concentration in other areas 
was causing a so-called "brain drain" from 
the Middle West whose great universities 
were preparing students for scientific 
careers. The drain was having an effect on 
industry and the economics of the area. 


The Weston accelerator, huge as it will 


be with operating costs of $60 million a 
year and using the talents of some 2,000 
scientists, will not equal the research 
facilities which government has established 
in other sections, but it's a good start. 
And, besides, it should be the first step in 
preventing the drain away from the 
Midwest of scientists. As Sen. Gaylord 
Nelson of Wisconsin remarked after the 
Weston selection was announced, "The 
location of this giant nuclear research 
facility squarely in the Midwest and within 
about 125 miles of the University of 
Wisconsin, represents ... a major victory 
for all the states in the Midwest. This 
facility will have substantial industrial, 
economic and academic effects on all of 
the Midwest, and all these states will 
benefit." 


Thus, while we can't help expressing 


disappointment that the Stoughton site was 
not chosen by the AEC, the selection of 
Weston will still be beneficial to Wiscon- 
sin. 


The Nuclear Ban in Space 


The United Nations major political 


committee and the General Assembly have 
unanimously approved a treaty to ban the 
orbiting of nuclear weapons or their use on 
any planets which men from earth may 
someday visit. But, although the treaty had 
the prior approval of both the United 
States and the Soviet Union, its success 
relies upon those nations remaining on 
reasonably friendly or mutually defensive 
terms. And somehow another 
nuclear 


nation — Red China — must be brought 
into the club. 


The treaty is of major importance for 


two reasons. First, it puts the strength of 
world opinion behind the prohibition of 
space exploration for unfriendly purposes 
which is really the meaning of the nuclear 
ban. Secondly, by coming to an agreement 
on the treaty the United States and the

eventual control of their costly and 
dangerous arms race.
